Ted Thoday has two excellent pieces on insur- 
ance and wills. The equipment value list he 
recommends that we raise for insurance valuation 
is equally useful for valuation for probate and 
estate disposal. I have an idea that most bran- 
ches will assist and advise in the disposal of 
a deceased members layout and hobby gear if the 
COM is approached. The executor should be advised 


not to go to the nearest hobby shop because the 


proprietor is in business to make a profit and 
will most certainly try to buy the goods for the 
lowest price he could get away with and will not 
give anything like what the items are worth. 

I have heard the European hook and loop coup- 
ler referred to as a ‘toy’ and the Kadee as a 
scale coupler. Is this true? Geoff Coleman's 
article about making chain link wagon couplings 
reminded me of this. If one was to only have 
one link rather than three or four and was to 
add some means of keeping this link horizontal, 
and then was to add a drop arm to the link to 
raise and lower it, one comes up with an ‘auto- 
matic’ or remote operation version of the loose 
link coupling. As the majority of European wagons 
have loose link couplers, the hook and loop coup- 
ling usually fitted to models emanating from 
Europe is the nearest available for a_ 'scale’ 
coupling, while if one fits a Kadee coupling, then 
one is using a ‘toy’ coupler.

Geoff Brown's little piece on the Victorian 
State Transport Authority Plan encouraged me to 
get a copy of the report. It makes tedious but 
interesting reading, but one still must wonder 
what the future holds for the Victorian Railways 
(whatever it -is called this month). I think 
Harold Clapp would be horrified if he could see 
to what level his system has fallen today; a 
system that does have the appearance that it will 
not last until the turn of the century. The 
politicians, bureaucrats and bloody-minded unions 
have reduced the system to an _ over-regulated, 
over-priced, unreliable means oof transport. 
Freight is the life-blood to a railway, but who 
can ship on the VR with an expectancy that his 
goods will arrive at a destination within a reason- 
able time. | 

The Western Australian Branch quite rightly 
refused to let a trader have the Branch membership 
list. However, all the trader has to do is become 
a member of the Association, using his personal 
name and not his trade name and not admitting 
he operates a hobby business, and he will get 
the membership list each year in the Journal. 

By the tone of John Skilton's letter in Pop 
Valve all does not appear to be well in the NSW 
Branch, and a number of members are upset in the 
way the Branch is heading. I don't know. what 
the reason for the dissention is, but what disturbs 
me is what John has written in the last paragraph 
of his letter. I quote, "None of the dissenting 
members has any burning desire for office, but 
would possibly accept office if desired.". 

Now, if John and his companions want changes 
in the way the Branch is run, that is not the 
way to go. If the Branch membership has reached 
such a level of apathy that they are content to 
leave the Branch administration in the hands of, 
as he puts it in his letter, an elderly clique, 
that is how it will remain. If the so-called 
dissenting members want change to the way their 
Branch is run, then they, themselves, MUST run 
for office. No-one will treat them as a collec- 
tive Charles de Gaulle and come begging them to 
save the Branch, they must do it themselves. 
that often quoted quotation of 
John F Kennedy - Do not ask what the Branch can 
do for me, but what I can do for the Branch. 

The same goes for any and every Branch of 
the Association. If the ordinary member feels 
that something is wrong with the way the Branch 
is being run, then that member MUST get involved. 
If the Branch COM has had the same people in it 
for a number of years, it will tend to settle 
into a well-worn groove and become very conserv—- 
ative. And as only a few members of any Branch 
are enthusiastic workers, the COM will tend to 
call upon these people when any effort is required 
and to outsiders a conservative, long-term COM 
calling upon the same people will have the appear- 
ance of a clique running the Branch. 

It is my belief that COM membership should 
be limited to five years with a gap of three years 
before an ex-committeeman can restand for any 
position on a COM. A response to this may be 
that a Branch has reached such a level of apathy 
that it is difficult to find people willing to 
nominate for office. In such a situation, then 
nominations should be called from the body of 
members attending the AGM. Most Branch consti- 
tutions have a clause allowing members to be co-

opted into filling committee vacancies - it is 
only a matter of interpreatian. 


But the mesage is, if you are not satisfied 
with the way a Branch is run, then get involved.

A criticism sometimes fired at WHY DON'T YA 
whingers is the sharp reply - why don't they? 
Well, I took up this challenge and did. 

Following on from my own WHY DON'T YA whinge 
about the strange secrecy surrounding OUR Federal 
AGM, I decided that this year I would no longer 
take the risk of waiting for that elusive AGM 
report. If I wanted to know the secrets of the 
AGM, there was only one sure way of discovering 
them. So my determination undertook the mighty 
big effort needed to actually attend the meeting 
IN PERSON - to find out just what goes on at OUR 
AGM. 

The 37th Federal AGM was held in the Rockdale 
(Sydney) Clubrooms of the NSW Branch on Friday 
night 11 November 1988. There were about 45 
members in attendance. I was informed that the 
high number of attendees present was most unusual. 
It probably came about because of a powerful in- 
spirational letter sent out two weeks’ earlier 
by the NSW Branch requesting local members to 
rally around the AMRA flag by supporting the Fed- 
eral meeting, and promised those attending a debate 
on NSW Branch matters. 

All persons present were required to sign 
TWO books. The NSW Branch's Clubroom attendance 
book, and then the Federal AGM attendance book. 
The only NON-member present was identified and 
informed he could not speak or vote on any issue 
at the meeting. 

At about 8.15 pm, Bob Wardrop, the NSW Presi- 
dent of the host Branch opened the meeting, thanked 
all of us for coming and then handed the meeting 
over to the Federal Committee. 


The minutes from the previous Federal AGM 
were read out. We were informed that invitations 
~fhad been given to people in South Australia and 
Tasmania asking them if they would like to estab- 
lish an AMRA branch in those states. However, 
those approached were not the least bit interested 
in establishing a state branch for an Australian

wide association. I thought it strange that 
there was no approaches to people in the Northern 
Territory or in the Australian Capital Territory 
to establish a Territorian or sub-branch in either 
of those territories. We were also informed 
that last year's AGM went for only 35 minutes. 

The Federal Treasurer, Ken Edwards, read 
out his report, which actually was the Federal 
Financial Statement, as printed in Journal 187. 

The Federal Registrar, Norm Read, read out 
his membership figures analysis report, which 
was summarised in Journal 187. 

The retiring Federal President, Keith Wilcox, 
read out his report, which was reproduced in whole 
(I think) in Journal 187. 


The big confusion for me on the night was 
the lack of any voting for the election of Federal 
officers. Why not? That taught me a lesson. 
I should have read beforehand Federal Constitution 
Article 13D which states - "All elections shall 
be decided by secret ballot IF the nominations 
exceed the number of persons to be elected". As 
the nominations did NOT exceed the number required, 
those who were nominated (i.e. Brian Tyson, Norm 
Read, Ken Edwards, Harry Gibson and Steve Chapman) 
became elected, hence no need for any voting. 

We then got down to ‘General Business’. 
John Skilton started the proceedings off by wanting 
to know why - after joining AMRA and accepting 
its Federal Constitution - we are all forced to 
join another club - the local branch, and forced 
to accept another constitution - the local branch's 
constitution. None of us joined our local branch, 
yet none of us can resign from our local branch 
and its responsibilities (if we disagree with 
them) without resigning from AMRA itself. Why? 
It was explained that this is just how AMRA works. 

Ken Edwards, the Federal Treasurer, explained 
in reply to a question - that AMRA's big money 
"Investment Account' was held in a Building Society 
account, while the smaller day to day working 
amounts were held in a local bank account. 


Other questions asked were about the Federal 
Constitution. It was learnt that Article 2A 
gave a student member full voting rights in all 
elections (Federal and State) for a $2 membership 
fee, while a normal 'senior' member had to pay $10 
for the same voting rights. Keith Wilcox drew 
our attention to the fact that the $2 fee ceased 
when students reached 19 years of age. Norm 
Read pointed out that a family membership only 
received ONE copy of Journal. Another member 
emphasised that it would be possible for a large 
member family to '‘'stack' the voting for a small 
money outlay against the average single member 
with his ONE vote. 

I myself was confused by Article 4B which 
reads - "Voting shall be by secret ballot...". 
I was concerned that this might mean ALL VOTING. 
If so, would this then override Article 12i which 
reads - "Elections. The election of (branch) 
office bearers shall be by simple majority upon 
show of hands". I was assured that Article 4B 
did NOT mean ALL VOTING, and it did NOT refer 
to the branch election Article 12i. 

Norm Read drew everyone's attention to Article 
12L which reads - "A state branch may adopt a 
constitution and Articles of Association, including 
by-laws, INCONSISTENT with (any Article listed 
under Article 12 of the Federal Constitution)". 
For example, any state branch could adopt an AGM 
voting method INCONSISTENT with branch election 
Article 12i's ‘show of hands' method. 


We learnt that Article 16 gives the Returning 
Officer in Federal elections TWO votes. A normal 
membership vote, plus an extra vote known as the 
‘casting vote’. |

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It. was pointed out that Article 22 allows 
members to cast a PROXY vote at Federal meetings, 
although the committee could not advise the member- 
ship at which type of Federal meeting PROXY voting 
would be accepted. However, the Chairman did 
accept PROXY votes at this Federal AGM, but I 
do not know for what. As I have already stated 


above, there was NO voting for the election of 
Federal office bearers, so of what use were the 
PROXIES? 

Near the end with 45 NSW members pulling 


at the bit, a NSW matter crept into the Federal 
proceedings. Attention centred on Article 9F 
of the NSW Branch Constitution which concerns 
the voting method for the election of NSW Branch 
office bearers. Here those present could not 
agree on whether their constitution's wording - 
" ..by a show of hands of those members present, 
or by any other means of volting approved by the 
chairman..." does really mean 'by ANY means of 
voting'? However, the silliest thing here is 
that whichever is the correct interpretation, 
it has no consequence anyway. Because the over- 
ruling or governing factor is the chairman's de- 
cision, that is, his approval or his disapproval. 

Tom Parkes moved an appreciation motion of 
thanks for the works and efforts of the retiring 
President, Keith Wilcox, which was seconded and 
greeted with applause. 

After lasting for one hour and five minutes, 
the 37th Federal AGM was closed at 9.20 pm. The 
incited members then broke up into many small 
groups with just about everyone and his train 
airing views left, right and centre - while grab- 
bing some supper in between. Unlike most, I adop- 
ted a more broadminded attitude, walking), ‘the 
plank’ between the different groups and listening 
to debates from all sides. When I left at 
11.15 pm (two hours later), there were still a 
few die-hards left locked in solid discussion. 
Those who suggested that AMRA members are. only 
interested in trains and not in AMRA politics 
had a rude awakening that evening. 

The most outstanding ABSENCE from the Federal 


AGM that I noted was the absence of any problem 


or question, either on behalf of or via letter 
from a Victorian, or a Queenslander, or a Western 
Australian AMRA member. Although no apologies 
are expected for this lack of interest, when one 
realises that interstate members (even NSW members) 
can write to the Federal Committee privately or 
to Journal publicly AT ANYTIME to thrash out their 
concerns. So why wait until the Federal AGM? 
As a result, by the time the AGM does eventually 
arrive, all concerns have already been attended 
to. So what is left for the AGM? On this 37th 
occasion, only TWO dissatisfied members with still 
more questions. The Federal Committee answered 
all the questions, but I noted that they NEVER 
once said ‘we will clarify that' or ‘we will look 
into that' or ‘we will fix that up’. 

My own personal opinion is that most members 
present at that Federal AGM, being only NSW mem- 
bers, were only interested in NSW Branch matters, 


and were not really interested in the Federal 
Committee or the Federal Constitution - which 
after all should have been the subject matter 


for the entire meeting AND the evening afterwards. 
There again, how many of those NSW members who 
did attend that Federal meeting would have attended 
IF that letter had not promised them a more inter- 
esting second feature? But then again, what 
is more important at a Federal meeting - quantity 
or quality? 2 


It is my duty to warn the reader that this 
is not the official version of the Federal AGM, 
and it has not been copied from the official 


minutes of that AGM. My purpose has been to 


expose some information about the AGM, so that 

secret meeting is. not a secret anymore. And 

to demonstrate that us WHY DON'T YA whingers, 

not only whinge, but we will get in there and 
do it ourselves. |

An exten- 
sion to the plan described by Ted would be for 
the rubbish to be delivered to a rail collection 
point and despatched to a central sorting location 
where salvageable and compostable material would 
be separated from the real waste. The sale of 
the salvage and compost would arrest in paying 
for the scheme and rail wagons still used to trans- 
port the garbage to the sorting plant and to the 
mines where the waste would be dumped. It would 
by the way make an interesting exhibition layout.

I am not sure if 4 mm scale on 16.5 mm gauge 
track has been used to deliberately model a narrow 
gauge (metre or 36°) prototype, but there is no 
reason why it wouldn't. The Japanese used a 
new scale to this to modeltheir narrow gauge to 
run on 16.5 mm gauge track, and I think their 
scale is about 4.5 mm however. I know it wasn't 
3/10" scale.

It would soon be ‘found 
that these 'experts' have neither built or exhibit— 
ed a model or layout in their lives, although 
they are the first to criticise other people's 
efforts. The real modeller or expert next goes 
about finding fault with other people's. work, 
but will give advice if asked. 

The reviewer of the June Steam Railway asks 
how would one make the smell to go with a model 
of a sewerage works. Well, if one should require 
that much ‘realism, I am reminded that more years 
ago than I care to remember, there was in Journal 
an article on making an O Scale One Hole and that 
question was asked. Advice was given to either 
burn flowers of sulpher under the layout or to 
crush a thing called a Cape Berry to get the re- 
quired pong. 
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I go along with John Reid and agree that 
Federal Committee and other matters be discussed 
in Journal. The members have a right to know 
what is going on, and Journal is the place where 
that knowledge should be dispensed. _ That danger 
is that, like the Kehoe suggestions of several 
years ago, the matter descended into personal 
abuse, but it is up to the editor to use the blue 
pencil if that looks like happening. Paul Kehoe 
had several good ideas in his Suggestion that 
were, and still are, worthy of further discussion, 
and it is primarily the fault of the editor of 
the Journal at the time that the Slanging match 
developed. He should have nipped that in the 
bud.

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What Colour are Couplings ?

Couplings on most models are almost univers-— 
ally black, except for some brands of plastic 
couplings. Modellers accept this as normal , 
and probably tend to ignore couplings as 'those 
black things on the end of engines and cars’. 

An examination of couplings, or ‘'couplers' 
if you prefer, as found on prototype engines and 
cars and carriages will reveal that nice black 
couplings are usually found only on locos and 
rolling stock just out of the paint shop. Even 
these couplings quickly lose their finish, as, 
of course, it is the couplings which are subjected 
to bumping and grinding as vehicles are moved 
around, and even the best coat of paint is damaged 
after only a little movement of the vehicle. 

Before being painted, the colour of the coup- 
ling was probably a nice shade of rusty black, 
and so it is this colour which comes to the surface 
as the coupling does some work. Before long, 
the coupling assumes a very dark rusty grey tone, 
and it is this shade which it wears until it is 
again repainted some time in the next few years. 
Rusty black through to rusty grey, the dirty tones 
of hard working railway equipment, uncared for, 
unloved and unheeded. Some couplings are oiled 
or greased, particularly around the knuckle pin 
area, but most are not, as the things are designed 
to be maintenance free, and oil and grease attracts 
and holds dirt, which tends to eventually clog 
the working parts. 

. These days, aerosol packs of silver grey 
dry lubricant are used by crews making up trains 
to spray fine aluminium powder and patent dry 
lubricant on working facets of the knuckle and 
the coupler itself. This is done to facilitate 
coupling operation and help ensure that the coup- 
lings engage and close as vehicles are shunted 
together. This process imparts a nice 'different' 
colour and tone to model couplings, and can be 
easily duplicated using very thin light to medium 
grey paint. It is important to emphasise the 
thinning of any additional paint applied to model 
couplings, as any undue thickness of paint may 
complicate the operation of couplings. It would, 


in fact, be best to actually apply real dry lubri- 
cant rather than paint, as this would prototyp- 
ically enhance coupling operation. Some railroads 
in the USA stipulate that couplers always remain 
unpainted to simplify inspection of couplers for 
cracks, although this doesn't bother those who 
do paint couplers. Such equipment would naturally 
assume a dark rusty colour. 

An unusual splash of colour, sometimes to 
on probably every 200th coupling, could 
be a coloured knuckle. Replacement knuckles 
come in several colours. The author is employed 
as a fitter working with couplings and works on 
three different prototype styles of automatic 
couplings. At the time of writing, new knuckles 
On passenger couplings are painted black, but 
knuckles on different models of freight couplings 
are variously aqua blue, red oxide or mustard 
yellow. The three freight couplings are really 
only different brands of coupling, and are used 
interchangeably among vehicles. Don't overdo 
with this colour business, relatively few knuckles 
should be actually coloured; although, of course, 
the silver grey lubrication is more commonly seen. 
Another reason for knuckles to be coloured is 
that knuckles wear out inside the 'curl' of the 
knuckle where the knuckle engages the coupling 
on the next vehicle. Trials are being conducted 
to see if worn knuckles can be repaired by building 
up the wear by welding, and these rebuilt knuckles 
are in traffic painted to a colour code. Knuckles 
painted white have been rebuilt and then heat 
treated; knuckles painted green have been rebuilt 
and not heat treated and knuckles painted blue 
are actually new knuckles which are being used 
as a reference to enable the wear on the rebuilt 
knuckles to be compared with that on new knuckles, 
hopefully all undergoing similar kilometrage and 
loading. Modern computer analysis of rail traffic 
will enable comparisons to be made. 

Paying a little more attention to detailing 
couplings is an impressive way to enhance the 
realism of model vehicles and will show that on- 
going maintenance is being carried out. 
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How will Zero Population Growth affect the AMRA ?

Zero Population Growth is a phenomena of 
modern times found in affulent self-satisfied 
confident societies such as ours. Basically, 
it is when the number of births equal the number 
of deaths, thus causing no or zero population 
growth. It comes about when parents don't want 
children, for whatever reason. 

With no new faces appearing regularly in 
the hobby shop, it means that those who do come 
in are getting older and eventually not coming 
at all. This can be summarised as the age of 
the average modeller is getting older. 

Of course, at first glance this could be 
seen as a good thing, for it tends to mark railway 
modellers as older, wiser and more mature humans 
rather than as boys playing with trains. This 
is certainly false logic and should be dismissed 
as the fatal error that it is. The ideal popu- 
lation balance for the AMRA should heavily favour 
the young and even the very young, for it is that 
there that the future lies. 

There is very little that the AMRA can do 
about ZPG, it is a fact of life, one could almost 
Say was pre-destined. Within a few years, the 
effects will be more widely apparent, with de- 
creased numbers of enrolments in the schools and 


a tightening up of the economy as the free spending 


- of the young disappears. 

The demand for model railway products. will 
lessen and their availability will diminish. 
Manufacturers will switch to other products if 
they are to stay in business and surviving manu- 
facturers will have to spread their manufacturing 
costs over a smaller total number of sales, In 
short, things are going to get tougher. 4 

The first answer to this is to estimate what 
one will need in the next 10, 20 or 30 years, 
and buy it now. It will never be cheaper. 
The next logical step would be for those who can 
start procreating as many potential new modellers 
as possible, but there are, of course, other con- 
siderations. 

Probably the best thing the AMRA can do about 
the impending crisis is to start actively promoting 
the hobby. If there is indeed to be fewer young 
people in the future, then, in order to maintain 
the same number in the hobby, we will have to 
increase our share of the remaining balance. 
This falls within the province of an advertising 
agency, and it would appear that commissioning 
such an agency would be one answer. If such 
a program is to be initiated, then professional 
advice will be warranted. To do otherwise would 
be amateurish. 

The cost of expert advertising is astronomical 
but so are the benefits. It is a sink or swim 
situation. The cost of running every branch 
clubroom is not getting less, and even those in 
the fortunate position of having their clubrooms 
on a semi-charitable basis have got to justify 
their existence. The only way this can be done 
is to recruit more members. This can be done 
by bringing more people into the hobby, but perhaps 
the first way would be amalgamate with other local 
clubs and societies. The first to come to mind 
are our bretheren in the National Model Railroad 
Association (NMRA) who are essentially a kindred 
body with similar aims and motivation. The AMRA 
is certainly big enough to include them, but per- 
haps some concessions may have to be made to make 
the amalgamation process more amenable to them. 


It is suspected that most AMRA members may already 
use NMRA standards so we have already partly gone 
their way. Perhaps the formation of a new assoc-— 
iation which is an amalgamation of the two, the 
‘National Australian Model Railway/road Assoc- 
iation' for example. 


The thoughts expressed above are those of 
the author, and represent my feeling of trepidation 
in contemplating the future. The thoughts and 
comments of every modeller on this subject would 
be more than welcome because the best way to deal 
with the crisis on the horizon is to start dealing 
with it now.

Reverse Loop Wiring 
Another Solution

I have an HO two-rail layout with overhead 
catenary which is modelled on European lines. 
These are steam outline locos as well as electric 
outline locos. The overhead power supply wire 
is operational. 

The scenery is minimal; I have been mainly 
interested in building and experimenting. 

The overhead system is a combination of prop- 
rietary items and modified and self—-built items. 

I have a more detailed description of the 
overhead system ‘in petto', and if there is inter- 
est I will send it in with appropriate sketches, 
etc. But today's letter involves a problem that 
has plagued me and perhaps others for a long time. 
It is this: when you have a two-rail system 
and a turning circle, you'll find that the loco 
after completing the turning circle cannot be

I will call the station on the left hand 
side of Sketch No 1 KNOCKE in Belgium and the 
one on the right hand side FLUELEN in Switzerland; 
forgive me, the poet's licence with regard to 
distance, Hi 

Now a train running into Knocke station must 
be reversed with the loco remaining behind. 
Another loco is at Fluelen waiting and must be 
reversed to pick up this train. But it cannot 
do so beyond the section cuts (results of the 
turning circle system). The supply side rail 
and the common rail have changed positions and 
the Fluelen loco cannot pick up current. 

Now it should theoretically be possible to 
install a changeover system in each loco so that 
the return or .common rail is connected to the 
return brush of the loco motor. See Sketch No 2. 
But this would involve a lot of work on each loco, 
and sometimes there is not enough space to have 
the gear required. 
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' SKETCH 2, 


So I have tried another idea and it works well. 
It is simply this; the supply to the lower supply 
rail is cut-off, the supply to the overhead remains 
connected. Then I installed a push button switch 
which is normally open and a 12-volt automotive 
head lamp bulb in series and short circuit the 
supply and common rail. See Sketch No 3. 
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The auto bulb serves to show if a short cir- 
cuit occurs and then it lights up. If things 
are normal, the bulb does not light up. 

I have shown another push button which should 
be normally closed in the supply line between 
the rheostat and the section switches; this is 
to interrupt the supply to the normal supply line 
to prevent short circuits. It would be best 
to fit the two push buttons close together so 
that they can be operated by one hand simultaneous- 
ly. If you can find a double push button switch 
with one normally closed and one normally open 
contact, that would be ideal. 

‘So far I have not found one in the radio 
parts’ shops. Alternatively, one could install 
a relay operated by one push button, with one 
set of contacts normally closed and one set normal- 
ly open. 

I can now reverse the Fluelen loco beyond 
the section cuts while keeping the push buttons 
down; hook up the carriages and reverse again 
out of Knocke. Once past the section swtiches, 
I let the push buttons go. and everything returns 
to normal. 


What it means in the final analysis is that 
a two-rail system is temporarily converted to 
a three-rail ‘system with the overhead wire acting 
as a third rail.

Building a model railway to me has always 
meant. incorporating all of the things that I know 
about that would reasonably be found in the equiv- 
_alent siutation on the 12" to the foot version. 
One of the most obvious of these which is not 
essential to the operation of a model railway, 
but which can add greatly to the realism of a 
layout is. operating signals. 7 

How can signals be incorporated into a layout 
in such a way as to operate in a realistic manner 
while requiring a minimum of extra effort on the 
part of the layout. operator? 

The answer to this question that I have found 
(among the .many possible solutions) can best be 
explained by considering the situation one step 
at a time. 

Step 1 Signals come in a number of differ- 
ent varieties; lower quadrant. semaphore, upper 
quadrant semaphore, two-aspect colour light, three- 
aspect colour light, and four-aspect colour light; 
to name several common types. The first consider- 
ation after deciding which of these types of signal 
that you are using is how to make the signal oper- 
ate, i.e. how to get the signal arm to move for 
semaphore signals, or how to get the right colour 
displayed for colour light. 

The operation of any signal can be handled 
using a relay. In the case of a semaphore signal, 
the signal arm can be mechanically linked to the 
relay so that when the relay is on, the signal 
arm is pulled off and when the relay is off, the 
Signal arm returns to danger. A two-aspect colour 


light can be wired using one set of contacts on 
a relay with the red light wired to the terminal 
which gets the power when the relay is off and 
the green light gets the power when the relay 


i Direction 


is on. 


Three-— and four-aspect colour lights are 
slightly more complicated because the aspect which 
should be lit up is dependent on the next one 
or two signals in advance of the approaching train. 
The way to handle these cases is to cross connect 
the signals. The first set of contacts still 
controls when the red light is on, but instead 
of the green light being on when the relay is 
off, power is fed to a second set of contacts 
on the signal relay which is next in advance of 
the approaching train. When this next relay 
is on, not only will its associated signal show 
red, but (provided that the previous relay is 
not also on and therefore making its signal show 
red) the amber aspect of the previous signal is 
also lit via the second set of contacts. For 
three-aspect signals, the green light is wired 
to the off terminal of this second set of ‘contacts 
on the next relay in advance while for four-aspect 
this terminal must be wired through a third. set 
of contacts on the relay next in advance of it 
with the on terminal on this set of: contacts 
being wired to the double amber aspect (with. the

top amber hooked to the bottom via a diode so 
that the top one doesn't light up when a signal 
amber is selected) and the off terminal gets wired 
to the green. 


This much work has enabled us to get the 
signals operating, but so far the signals all 
need to be operated via on/off switches and the 
trains can still operate without paying any atten- 
tion to the signals. 

Step 2 , The easiest way to get the trains 
to pay attention to the signals is to force the 
train to stop whenever a signal at danger is reach- 
ed. 

If a short section of track next to the signal 
(long enough to hold all of the power pickups 
on your train) is isolated when the signal is 
at danger, then the train will stop when it reaches 
this section without requiring any intervention 
by the operator beyond setting the signal. 

To isolate a section of track like this re- 
quires only that the signal relay have available 
another set of contacts so that the power to this 
section of track can be wired to operate in con- 
junction with the signal. 

Use of yet another set of contacts on the 
signal relay and a resistor can enable the pre- 
ceding section of track to be wired so that the 
power to the section is reduced when the signal 
is at danger, thus slowing the train down. To 
do this, wire the preceding section of track the 
same as for the isolating section and connect 
the resistor across the on/off terminals of this 
set of contacts. 

A more complicated approach (beyond the scope 
of this article) is to use an inertia type circuit 
as used in some controllers to slow the train 
down gradually when it enters, the section preceding 
the signal. 

The trains will now obey the signals, 
the signal still needs to be operated manually.

Step 3 ‘To get a train which has just 
passed a signal to automatically turn the previous 
signal to danger. 

To automatically set the previous. signal 
requires a modification to the part of the circuit 
that supplies the power to operate the signal 
relay. If we keep the switch that we had on 
the panel so as to allow us to override the signal 
and turn the signal to danger whenever we wish 
(useful for trains which are to stop at e.g. a 
Station even though the section in advance is 
clear), then we need another relay for the auto- 
matic control (let's call this the automatic re- 
lay). If manual override is not required, then 
the signal relay -power supply can be rewired to 
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operate as shown for the automatic relay in the 
diagram. 

The automatic relay makes use of two sets 
of contacts (or one extra set on the signal relay 
if no manual override is required). One of these 
sets of contacts (the set not required if using 
only the signal relay) is wired into the power 
feed for the signal relay so that when the auto- 
matic relay is on the signal relay must be off 
(i.e. the signal is at danger). The signal is 
therefore changed to danger whenever the automatic 
relay is turned on (or the switch on the panel 
is open). 

The second set of contacts is wired so as 
to supply power to the automatic relay so as to 
hold the relay on; this will enable the relay 
to be turned on by a single pulse of power. 

A detector of some sort (e.g. a reed switch) 
is positioned near the track just past the signal 
and set up so as to provide a pulse of power when 
the tail end of the train passes it (e.g. by having 
a magnet attached to the underside of the last 
coach or wagon). This pulse of power will moment- 
arily turn the automatic relay on, the second 
set of contacts on the relay will take over supply- 
ing power to the relay after the pulse ends so 
as to hold the relay off, and the signal relay 
will therefore be switched off and will therefore 
change the signal to danger. 


Step 4 To get the signal to clear again 
when the train has left the section. 

With the circuit as described so far, the 
Signal will be set to danger and held this way 
forever. A way is required to tell the automatic 
relay that the train has left the section and 
that the signal no longer needs to show danger. 

One way of doing this would be to use an 
additional set of contacts on the automatic relay 
wiring the relay power to the previous automatic 
relay so that when this automatic relay is switched 
on, the previous automatic relay (together with 
the signal relay for this signal) is switched 
off. The problem with doing this is that the 
previous automatic relay is not only switched 
off, it is locked off so that, even if triggered 
to turn the signal to danger, no power can flow 
through the relay and the signal is not set. 
Using this method does not allow for two adjacent 
Signals to both be set automatically to danger 
and therefore if realism in signal operation is 
to be maintained, no train must be permitted to 
enter the section preceding a signal at danger, 
and thus no train will be stopped by a signal. 
If a train is permitted to enter a section like 
this, then the preceding signal will not be set 
and this train will not be guarded by a signal. 
This is not a satisfactory solution. 

The solution to the problem is to provide 
a momentary break in the supply .of power to the 
automatic relay in order to reset it, but not 
locking it so that it can't be turned on. 

One way to do this is to provide another 
track detector beside the first which is wired 
to the previous automatic relay. This track 
detector should be of a different type from the 
first one in that the first passes a momentary 
current when it detects the train, the second 
should momentarily interrupt the current when 
it detects the train. 

An alternative is to only use the one detector 
but to use an extra relay (let's call it the reset 
relay). The power to the automatic relay is 
wired in such a way that the power is cut whenever 
the reset relay is turned on. The reset relay 
can be turned on whenever the automatic relay 
of the next section in advance is turned on by 
the momentary pulse from the track detector. 


The difference from using a set of contacts on. 


the automatic relay, however, is that the reset 
relay only goes on momentarily and is not held 
on in the same way that the automatic relay is. 
Therefore, unless two trains pass adjacent detec- 
tors at the same time (which shouldn't be able 
to happen since the rear train cannot pass its 
Signal until the next section has been cleared 
by the train in advance), each signal is available 
for the track detector to set it to danger. 

The circuit is now complete. As each train 
passes a signal, it sets the signal to danger 
(and in the case of three- and four-aspect signals 
sets the preceding signals appropriately). A 
section of track next to the signal is isolated, 
thus stopping another train from entering the 
Same section and the track detection circuit for 
the previous section has been reset so that if 
a train enters that section the Signal for that 
section responds appropriately. Any signal can 
be set to danger if required by overriding the 
automatic system using a switch on the panel, 
thus allowing danger Signals wherever appropriate 
when not required to protect trains.

Other circuits are available which can do 
the same job as this circuit using solid state 
components (e.g. transistors, diodes, etc), but 
for those railway modellers who are not electronics 
experts, the functioning of this circuit should 
be much easier to follow. And for those railway 
modellers who can see a way to substitute solid 
State circuitry for part or all of the circuit 
I have described, congratulations, and perhaps 
you might be so kind as to send me a copy of your 
circuit modification. 

One last point: I have actually built and 
tested the circuit as described above with the 
circuit also being interlocked with the various 
sets of points along the route (I will describe 
how to interlock in a later article). I used 
relays obtained cheaply on ex telephone circuit 
pe boards and carefully stripped the relays off 
the board. This method gave me a relatively 
large number of relays for a very low cost (about 
40¢ each), and all I had to do was build a 24 
volt power supply to run them off. So just be- 
cause the circuit shown appears to require a large 
number of relays, doesn't mean that the circuit 
will cost the earth to build, and may, in fact, 
work out cheaper than other equivalent circuits. 
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Why Not Include a Model Tramway ?

In his article "Operating Your Model Railway" 
(Journal 186) Steve Chapman commented that:-

ated realistically are terminus/fiddle yard 
types in that it is almost impossible to 
operate a layout of this type in a way that 
would seem unrealistic..." 

This was a most interesting article indeed, 
and I was particularly impressed with the concise 
summary of the 'terminus/fiddle yard' type of 
operation described above. Of course, what Steve 
Chapman has described so well is a basic electric 
tramway layout of terminii/depot operation.

_ Why = not admit that to correctly reflect the 
era of Australian railway prototype being modelled, 
it may require the inclusion of at least a static 
model of an Australian tram? If it needs a mo- 
tionless tram, why not model say a single line 
of tram track in a suburban setting - from the 
railway station to other parts for example. 

If a modeller is looking for a small layout 
due to confined space, then an Australian tramway 
layout would be ideal for the following, and poss- 
ibly other, reasons: 


] Motive Power Model electric traction'is 
.electric, as are/were, the prototypes (except 


for the steam trams). The electric motor noises, 
often quite intrusive on a steam era model engine, 
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2 Operation 


are expected on a model tram. Current collection 
from prototypical overhead pickup is possible 
on scales down to N, though closer to scale wire 
occurs on the larger scales. 


As mentioned in Steve Chapman's 
article, greater realism of operation is available 
due to the predominance of point to point or ter- 
minus/depot running per the prototype. Further, 
operating the layout may be simplified by the 
use of automatic (sprung trailing, or relay oper- 
ated) points. 

3 Space/Scale The AMRA guidelines state that 
scale chosen is largely determined by the space 
available. Modelling electric traction allows 
a larger scale for a given space than may be poss- 
ible with model railways, especially when (as 
in my own case) modelling narrow gauge (e.g. 3'6") 
prototypes. Alternatively, more can be fitted 
into the same space by using a smaller scale (e.g. 
0+"n34 vs Sn34). As each tram is usually both 
a unit of motive power and an item of passenger. 
stock, only a few trams are needed to represent 
a prototype system. Obviously, when attempting 
to fit more tramway into an equivalent railway 
Space, the tramway equivalent of ‘spaghetti junc- 
tion’ - 'grand-union-itis' must be avoided. 


There is a growing awareness in Australia 
of model tramways, in particular of Australian 
Systems, and the AMRA needs to prepare itself 


now by establishing a traction standards committee 
to allow for this interesting and challenging 
aspect of railway modelling. Already the Model 
Traction Association has established itself in 
three Australian capital cities as the modelling 
group for modellers of Australian tramways. 

I have enjoyed the friendship and involvement 
of being in AMRA, but also feel the need to belong 
to the MTA because of the lack of encouragement 
shown to those whose primary railway modelling 
medium is electric traction. 
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Non=Standard Motors for Model Railways 


by Ted Ward 


Motors used by modellers in model railway 
applications are usually rated at the _ standard 
model railway potential of 12 volts. This applies 
to motors used in accessories too, as it makes 
sense to keep one standard voltage which is compat- 
ible with every requirement. 

There are times when specifications don't 
exactly match up, and a little tailoring of com- 
ponents is necessary. It is always possible 
to rematch things so that operation is still poss- 
ible. For example, six volt bulbs can be used 
with a 12 volt source by simply connecting two 
IDENTICAL six volt bulbs in series. This causes 
the 12 volts to be equally divided over or across 


the two six volt bulbs, which glow equally bright- 
ly. It is essential to use two IDENTICAL wattage 
bulbs so that their resistive load is equal and 
the same amount of voltage is dropped across each 


bulb. If this is not done, one bulb will burn 
more brightly than the other, probably only 
briefly!! : 


The same principle applies when using a motor 
rated at less than standard voltage. The example 
quoted here is that of using a six volt audio 
cassette recorder motor with a 12 volt supply 
source. Cassette recorders have been around 
for a few years now, lung enough for the older 
ones to start becoming beyond economic. repair. 


They usually contain a good six volt motor which, 
while too large to power locomotives, is okay 
for accessory applications. Two motors are on 
hand, from two cassette recorders. One is very 
small and thus probably not very powerful. It 
will be used in a low power situation, such as 
a windmill or perhaps a moving sign. The other 
is larger and has enough power to operate a turn- 
table. 

To run a six volt motor from a 12 volt supply, 
the voltage will have to be divided, or, put bet- 
ter, halved. This will be done by inserting 
a resistive load in series with the motor so that 
the 12 volts supplied will be halved over the 
resistor and the motor, thus supplying six volts 
to each. The value of the resistor needed can 
be calculated by first measuring the ‘resistance’ 
to current flow which is offered by the motor. 
Accuracy is important, so use your motor carefully. 
Start by adjusting a rheostat power pack to deliver 
six volts, measuring it with a motor. With six 
volts applied to the. motor, carefully measure 
the current being drawn. In the example referred 


to, it was 0.2 mA. Using any of the relevant 
formulae, calculate the 'resistance', in this 
case - 
V 
R = T’ 0.9? OF 30 ohms 


A suitable resistor must also have the right watt- 
age rating, which is determined using the formula 
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W = El, or 6 x 0.2, i.e. 1.2 watts. The nearest 
suitable size resistor will be bigger than 1.2 
watts, probably a 30 ohm, five watt resistor. 
An alternative method would be to use two 60 ohm 
one watt resistors in parallel, thus having a 
resistive load of 30 ohms and a power rating of 
two watts. 

The economics of using a spare motor, such 
as described, is that it can be put into service 
for the cost of a resistor or two, thus preserving 
funds for other capital-intensive projects. 

A prowl through the automotive spares section 
of the department store in the local shopping 
mall revealed 12 volt automotive relays priced 
at $3.40. They are only SPST, but their 40 A 
rating should make them suitable for any model 
railway purpose.

All this interest in freight train composition 
came about as a result of the discussion on 
24 September on 'Rolling Stock for Beginners’, 
when all speakers emphasised the dominance of 
the ordinary open wagon in the fleets of most 
railways systems' goods stock. 

The Manual of the EM Gauge Society has some 
interesting tabulations of the mix of wagons owned 
by the ‘Big Four’ in their first year. If we 
remember that, in Britain, the mineral wagon is 
one dedicated to the carriage of heavy minerals, 
usually coal, and not utilised for general freight 
traffic, it can be seen that the general pattern 
of the WAGR in 1956 was not too much unlike that 
of the British scene some 30 years earlier.

To these 693 000 vehicles owned by the four 
railway companies has to be added another 626 000 
privately owned vehicles. These were made up 
of the following: 

614 000 open wagons (mostly for minerals) 

2 500 covered wagons (vans) 
9 500 tank wagons 


So, to model an 'average' British situation 
in the 1920s, you've got 88% of your stock in 
the form of open wagons (including mineral wagons) ! 
There are not too many layouts that I have seen 
with such a dominance of this type. If you are 
modelling the WAGR in the 1950s though, you're 
allowed more of the 'interesting' types like live- 
stock, wheat, ballast and tank wagons than were 
the form in Britain in the 1920s.

Mount Newman Mining Company has_ recently 
taken delivery of the first two GE 'Dash 8' loco- 
motives. and two more are on order. The loco- 
motives were manufactured in Perth by A Goninan 
and Co at their Welshpool works for about $3 mill- 
ion each. 

At 195 tonnes and 3900 hp, the 'Dash 8' is 
the biggest and most powerful diesel electric 
locomotive made in Australia. They incorporate 
features such as micro-processor based control 
systems and self diagnosis of mechanical and elec- 
trical faults and are expected to give a 16% saving 
in fuel and to haul up to 2000 tonnes more than 
the older locomotives. 

The first locomotive is numbered 5630 and 
has been named 'Zeus'. The second is named 
'Apollo' and is presumably No 5631. The names 
and numbers of the remaining two locomotives are 
not given in the original report.

(The October 1988 issue of the ARHS, WA Divis- 
ion publication, The Westland, unfortunately shown 
on the cover as the September issue, has a semi- 
technical article on these locomotives and side 
and front elevation drawings from that article 
are reproduced here. 

Apart from the Mount Newman 'Dash 8' loco- 
motives, Robe River is also acquiring one, although 
it will be imported in parts from Conrail of the 


USA and Westrail has ordered 15 ‘Dash 8' loco- 
motives for the 3'6" system, which are believed 
to be the first 'narrow gauge' 'Dash 8' locos 


to be built anywhere in the world. The Westrail 
locomotives will be built at the Goninan works 
in Bassendean at the rear of the ARHS Rail Trans- 
port Museum, formerly owned by Comeng. 
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Goninan and Co are aiming at the South East 
Asia market for these locos, as well as catering 


for the local demand. It looks as if locomotive 
construction in Western Australia is all set to 
flourish. )

Last year, after an article on modelling 
clays which appeared in The Branchline (and which 
are available from Jacksons' art supplies), I 
wandered into Jacksons and found that they carry 
a Faber Castell product called 'Plastifoam'. It 
is a slow setting, economical, pliable material, 
not prone to knocks as most plasters are, being 
a wood based clay. It is extremely lightweight 
and its workability is superb. It was a godsend 
on my %" scale layout, as my scenery was going 
to weigh ‘a ton', especially in the Rocky Moun- 
tains Division of the Missabe Duluth, and in hind- 
sight, it seems to have done just that on the 
weightsaving side. 

For quite a few years I have been dissatisfied 
with the range of scenicking materials available, 
i.e. plasters, etc. The abovementioned has filled 


that gap. One or two people have said to me 
when I go raving on about it, "Isn't it rather 
expensive - being German, it's got to be!". 


But the material is so fine to use, kind to the 
hands (unlike wall plaster) and also it can be 
stretched further on slightly wetted, rolled news- 
paper (which is my current fad for rocks, so it 
doesn't work out a lot dearer than builders’ plas- 
ter. Also, one gets no waste. 

So, if you're striving for lightweight base- 
boards, which everybody should be (unless they 
want a crook back!), try using this ‘Plastifoam . 

Were 
plywood construction for your baseboards, it all 
seems rather a waste of effort and time when the

Library Notes 
The apparently inexhaustable Ern Raddatz 


Collection is still pouring its treasures in our 
direction. Just step up, ladies and gentlemen, 
there's something for everyone. 

(And if I sound jokey about it, I hope Ern 
will forgive me; the Branch owes him much. ) 


For builders of period American, there's 
a copy I've long wanted for the Library, Car Build- 


ers' Cyclopedia. It's the 1953 edition, but 
there was a hell of a lot of rolling stock built 


before then. It's a massive volume, with an 
enormous amount of information, so much that it 
would be silly to try to summarise ts: 3 Jee 


is encyclopaedic. Popular Picture and Plan Book 


of Railroad Cars and Locomotives is put out by 
the same people. It sounds like a version for 
children, but it certainly isn't. The emphasis 
is on locomotives, with photographs, statistics 
and general arrangement drawings of hundreds of 
them. It was published in 195]. There's also 
Hank Wieand Bowman's Pioneer Railroads, which 


is very reminiscent of the American Heritage His- 
tory of Railroads in America, but much more cheaply 


produced; oddly so in fact since it is well writ- 
ten, with hundreds of photographs, in fact very 
good reading, but without either table of contents 
or index its use is limited to a very small and 
cheap coffee table. 

‘English modellers looking for branch lines 
either to model or imaginate (now there's a word 
the language needed) will be interested in British 
Railways Pre-Grouping Atlas and Gazetteer. Those 
wishing to know how railways looked to the public 
- the informed public - a wander through back 


issues of Railway Magazine would be a delight. 
The publishers have done the work for us, and 
produced Railway Magazine Miscellany 1897-1919, a 
wonderful collection of snippets. Take this: 

They have arrived at last and above is an 
illustration of one of the ungainly assembl- 
ages of iron, etc, that will do duty on the 
Midland Railway as a goods locomotive. Being 
an adaption of American principles of con- 
struction to meet the exigencies of an English 
railway that awoke one day to find it was 
urgently in need of additional locomotives, 
it is not surprising that in 'No 2501' and 
her sisters are reproduced the worst features 
of home and American design.... Indeed 
it will be observed that the builders describe 
the engine as a 'Mogul', an Americanism which 
can in this case be freely (and appositely) 
translated ‘mongrel’... 

Ah, they don't write like that any more. 

Still on English railway history is a little 
volume, The Gresley Pacifics of the LNER by 
C J Allen. Also a curious little book called 
Steam Over Belfast Lough whose author, R M Arnold, 
Clearly had a passion for the locomotives that 
ran between Belfast and Larne. The whole working 
life of everyone is detailed, with timing records 
of what seems like every run of every one. You'd 
have to be dedicated! 

Presenting the Swiss Federal Railways does 
just that, in a small, well-produced, but inevit- 
ably dated booklet that's still fun to leaf through 
(sadly, undated, but I'd guess in the 50s). 
Signalbuch is another matter: by the Deutsche 
Bundesbahn for its own staff, it's a clear, well 
illustrated description of Signalling on the sys- 
tem; extending the concept to such matters as 
tail-flags and hand signals. 

If German railway stations are your thing, 
you'll enjoy Der Moderne Personen-Bahnhof in Tech- 
nik und  Betriebsweise (The passenger’ station, 
technical matters and administration) by Friedrich 
Fakiner. I wish I could read German. 


In Belgium, a Commission was appointed after 
World War 2 to consider electrification of the 
devasted railway system. Its Report, entitled 
Electrification of 1500 km of Railwa Lines was 
published in 1947. One figure out of many can 
represent the state of the railways: there were 
less than 2000 usable locomotives in 1947; the 
number required to move traffic in 1938 had been 
2870! It's quite a short report, but a most 
interesting one (perhaps made more so by oddities 
of translation). I must quote one line: 

"Now, in the present case, it is imperative 

to change the turn of mind in Railway quar- 

ters." 
How many of us have felt that way! 

We have three track plan books; one from 
Marklin (for their overhead system) and two from 
Fleischmann; and Triand Railways, the First 10 
Years which, with its colour photos of early models 
will certainly interest the collector. Half 
the book is then devoted to ‘getting started in 
railway modelling’, which is well done, but we've 
seen it all before. 

Finally, two model railway titles that didn't 
come from Ern Raddatz. PSL Book of Model Railway 
Track Plans is by C J Freezer, formerly editor of 
Railway Modeller and is characterised by his usual 
sense of proportion. It presents a typically 
English set of plans for limited space (and limited 
finance) and would certainly be recommended to 
anyone starting in the game. The other, by an 
equally famous name, Mike Sharman, is his pamphlet 
Gear Fitting: For the Small Scale Modeller with | 
No_ Workshop. Not for the new chum! For those 
with courage, a few tools only, and a desire to

when, ‘whammie', the lid of the box was closed 


by a hand unseen and I was locked inside. 

I don't remember much of the next day, except 
that eventually, the box was opened in what appear- 
ed to be an old railway station by a guy who took 
out all the stuff called ‘money’ and counted it 
and looked very pleased with himself.

Faller Car System 


Advertised in the November issue of Railway 
Modeller (page 2la) is a new system for model 
road vehicles not relying on slots in the roadway, 
power feeds or additional wiring and operating 
without jerky 'hic-coughs'. The vehicles have 
a long running, powerful fully enclosed electric 
motor operated from two rechargeable batteries 
(2.4 V). A steering front axle guides the veh- 
icles along the streets, using a specially strong 
magnet mounted on a triple steering link on the 
front axle. The magnet responds to the presence 
of a guide wire embedded in the specially made 
two-lane printed thin foil roadways (in which 
the wire can be embedded on either side to enable 
right hand or left hand driving), but the special 
fine guide wire can also be obtained separately 
to embed into the road surface of either ready 
made layouts or new layouts. 

The vehicles have a built in charging socket 
and the recharge time is approximately five hours. 
The advertisement showed two different vehicles 
(an MAN F90 truck and anMB 0303 single decker 
bus), together with the various Straight and curved 
(90° and 45°) road sections. 

It's not made clear though, whether it is 
possible to control the speed of the vehicles 
and whether they can be made to top and start 
where and when required.

Published by Wild Swan 3.95 


Your reviewer's copy was obtained from Derrick 
Enterprises at $13.95. 

This 80-page, magazine style, booklet was 
received just before the deadline for The Branch- 
line.

The colour schemes of 
the Texas and Pacific Railroad's GP7s. Making 
your own dry transfers for lettering and designs 
of wagon sides. Some hints for despatching oper- 
ations (i.e. timetable operation such as on a 
large club layout) - use of two-way radios, white 
magnetic marker board for the despatcher's office). 
Simple level crossing signal control using track 
contacts and an Atlas snap relay. A visit to 
the Iron Horse Restaurant in Seattle, Oregon, 
where the burgers, etc, are delivered to your 
table by a four-track main line (two for food, 
two for drinks) LGB railroad.
